such  .i.s  he  to  njwlst  In  the  mobllia- 
iiiK  of  the  latent  fori  es  of  all  com- 
inuniliea,  he  became  ,i  much  niore 
intimate  part  of  the  lite  of  the  com- 
munity, a«pearing  freQuentiv  on  the 
public  platform  to  champion  some 
cause  by  his  pressncc  and  bis  per- 
son.il  appeal.  Father  Mtnahan's 
sounds  all  too  modest  for 
itio.-e  who  recall  the  blp  part  which 
the  Hirthop  playeil  at  that  time  His 
place  as  an  author  belon>;s  to  the 
literary  records  of  Canad.i.  and  It 
is  interesting  to  recall  that  member- 
ship In  the  Author's  Club  of  Vic- 
toria was  probably  the  sole  instance 
In  which  he  allowed  his  name  to  be 
pl.o  ed  on  th  •  roster  of  a  society  not 
primarily  devoted  to  benevolent  or 
social  work  of  aome  kind.

"To  practi.  illy  ill  the  priests  of 
Toronto  Bishop  Macdonald  is  per- 
sonalty known;  to  Canada,  the  United 
States,  and  beyond  he  is  familiar  be- 
cause of  the  work  of  his  aoholarly  pen. 
To  know  him  Is  to  love  him.  To 
read  anythinjf  he  writes  (and  he  Is 
very  active  with  his  pen)  is  to  ad- 
more  him.  That  this  sentiment  is 
not  soaflwd  to  those  of  hia  oam 
faith  was  evidenced  to  the  writer  by 
n  very  recent  incident.  One  of  the 
leaders  amongst  non -(-athollc  clergy- 
men In  Toronto  expressed  a  desire  to 
meet  Kishop  Maidonald.  whom  he 
had  known  very  well  In  Vic  toria,  and 
fill  whom  h.^  entertained  not  only  a 
high  regard  but  u  warm  personal 
friendship,  and  on  finding  that  His 
L.ordshlp  Is  now  spiritual  diroctor  of 
8t.  Augustine's  Seminary,  declared 
bi.s  determination  to  pay  him  a  visit 
there  ere  long.  This  incident  shows 
how  deep  and  favour.ible  is  the  Im- 
pression produced  by  Bishop  .Mac- 
donald on  all  creeds  and  cla.ssoa  dur- 
ing his  Episcopate  In  Canada's  ull- 
the -year  flowery  city  by  excellence. 
He  was  ii  welcome  and  very  helpful 
factor  in  the  soci.il  and  public  life  of 
his  dioi  ese.  A  s.  hol.ir  wlios,.  hiRh 
att&inmentif  were  widely  apiireciated. 
he  was  not  a  recluse,  lie  w  in,  as  the 
non-Catholic  clergyman  referred  tu 
acknowledged,  an  active  force  for 
good  In  every  department  of  Vio> 
torla's  social  life. 

Vnnffeotod  Hnaslllty 

"Those  who  have  coma  to  knqw  and 
I'ove  him  here  In  Toronto  can  realise 
this.  His  scholarly  Httalnments  sro 
united  to  a  simfilicity.  a  refinement, 
an  unaffect-d  humilitv.  .i  ntlenesH 
which  make  them  exceediiiRly  win- 
ning. His  frank  and  aearchloK  criti- 
cism la  never  tinged  with  the  slight- 
est bitterness.  It  is  not  in  his  nature 
to  write  anything  unkind.  Ho  is 
ever  unbane  to  those  with  Whom  he 
differs. 

"His  position  In  Victoria  was  one  of 
exceeding  difficulty.  He  had  to  face 
n  system  of  taxation  which  literally 

cruphed  him  to  the  ground  with  the 

weight  of  a  tiiillslone  He  fought  it 
to  the  li'Kliesi  ludiclal  tribunal  In 
the  l!rili'-h  l.tnioie  ,in.|  «..n.  In  that 
contest  he  showed  the  finest  tact  a.'» 
well  as  good  feeling.  He  was  not 
bitter  with  the  extremists,  who  not 
only  Imposed  on  him  a  burden  too 
hea\y  for  hl.'^  shoulders,  but  who  have 
jilai  ed  their  city  In  an  unenviable 
fin.inci.il  posiiion,  so  much  so  that 
those  who  owned  property  in  some  of 
Its  most  desirable  sltustlons  have 
simply  abandoned  It  as  a  burden. 

"In  addition  to  the  fight  forced 
on  him  by  a  \  p  ious  fin.incial  s>stem 
came  the  (Jreal  War.  It  createfl  a 
situation  full  of  dilflcullies  in  every 
part  of  the  world.  It  came  Just  at 
a  time  of  financial  atringenry  which 
was  specially  severe  on  the  Pacific 
shore  of  Canada.  Thero  had  been  a 
bof  111  and  the  re.:tctlon  was  beln^ 
felt  Then  sudilenly  came  the  ml(rlity 
world  enrthqu.-iKe  th.ii  •.ii....k  ..ur 
civilisation  to  Its  centre,  accentuated 
racial  differences,  and  caused  deep 
cieavHRes  whtra  auch  were  not  before 
apparent. 

Difficult  Kituation 
"In  a  population  where  Etoat  nnd 
West  met  without  uniting,  where  the 

•  ■iis  of  burning  Iridl.i  ami  flowery 
.lapan  rubt)ed  shmildeiM  «il)i  ultra 
loyal  and  at  the  same  time  ultra 
radical  Kritlshers.  there  was  hound  to 
be  a  situation  of  extreme  delicacy 
Hlslir.p  Macdonald  faced  this  trying 
position  with  groat  firmness  snd  tsct. 
He  did  not  believe  In  diplomstle 
stlencr  at  such  R  time.  He  was  In- 
ten>-ely  |o\al  nnd  did  not  conical  the 
fact,  whilst  he  WIS  not  efTuslvely  or 
offensively   so        lie    reilixed    tli.it  not 

to  take  sides  at  such  a  crisis  was  to 
antagonlas  ovary  side*.  So  ho  took  his 
position  as  a  thoroagh -going  sup- 
porter of  the  war  policy  of  Canada 

.and  the  Km  pi  re.  and  by  so  doing 
renH'red  a  sreat  service  to  his  CSUSe. 
flTect  ii.i  lly  refulinn  an\  insinuation  of 
disloyally  sgalniK  his  flock  and 
strengthening  his  plea  th.it  they 
Should  receive  the  fullest  measure 
of  ctvlc  rights.  Unavoidably,  ha.  by 
this  course  Incurred  the  Ill-feeling  of 
c^-rtaln  elements.  but  even  these 
would  Vi.irdiv  throw  an  anperslon 
on  bis  transparent  honesity.  which 
always  put  sincere  conviction  b*fore 
policy.  Bishop  Macdonald  wss  sn 
entbaslastle  Imperialist  by  thorough 
conviction,  not  by  dlpMmatla  oon- 
sidsratiaoa.  Tbaaa  wara  hnt 
tfanui.

It 
means  the  ability  of  the  Empire  to 
protect  Ijnpire  interests  as  a  whole  in 
this  ocean.  We  are  prone  to  dwell 
cm  the  growing  importance  of  the 
Pacific  and  to  point  to  it  as  the  the- 
atre of  decision  of  the  great  issues  of 
the  future.  In  any  such  conception 
it  is  well  to  consider,  too.  to  what 
extent  the  Empire  will  be  able  to 
take  fiart  in  those  issoes.  From  the 
physical  sUndpoint.  and  the  moral 
one  as  well,  it  is  a  question  of  naval 
and  aerial  power,  and  in  both  of  these 
developmenta  Singapore  conititntes  a 
faotor  of  tha  kighcat  importance. 


THB  DRUG  HABIT 

Many  doctors  believe  that  the 
abuse  of  <irug9  will  never  be  curtailed 
until  there  is  an  alteration  m  the  law 
so  that  dipsomania  and  the  morbid 
craving  for  atimulaiin*^  druga  will 
he  treated  at  a  mental  disease  and 
not  merely  as  an  exercise  of  free  will. 
Doctors  point  out  that  the  indulgence 
of  long  acquired  habits  becomes  a 
pliysaal  necessity  beyond  ordinary 
control.  Even  in  these  times  of 
paternal  laws  administration  is  fail- 
ing in  its  attempts  to  deal  with  the, 
drug  problem;    It  aeekr^io  lay  ita' 

hands  on  the  dispen-ers  of  drugs, 
which  is  a  necessary  enough  pro- 
cedure, bat  its  metbod  of  dealing 
wkh  the  victims  seems  to  be  all 
wrong,  lor  the  number  of  victima 
grows.  We  have  no  mental  homes 
for  drug  addictii,  as  such.  There  is 
no  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  law 
to  examine  into  the  question  of  how 
far.  drug-taking  is  a  mental  disease 
Dipsomania  has  never  been  recog- 
nized as  such  in  this  quarter  of  the 
world.  The  law  takes  no  cogliixance 
of  what  woos  the  victim  to  the  drug 
habit,  and  until  it  does  there  is  little 
hope  of  hnding  a  solution  of  the 
problem. 

W  e  have  had  an  example  in  British 
Columbia  of  recent  occurrence  which 
tends  to  show  that  authority  does 
not  consider  the  drug  problem  with 
one  hall  of  the  seriousness  with  which 
it  should  he  considered.  Except  in 
the  fact  that  a  dormant  pvbUc  con- 
science has  been  Kalvanize<l  into 
activity,  it  only  temporarily,  but  little 
good  has  ensued  from  the  recent  in- 
quiry in  British  Columbia  into  the 
drug  problem,  although  there  was 
astounding  enough  evidence  submit- 
ted to  lead  to  a  new  conception  by 
the  authorities  of  their  responsibilities 
in  the  premises.  The  authorities,  how 
ctcr,  Intend  to  pursne  their  own  pur 
poses  and  their  own  course  and  it  is 
not  being  productive  of  the  desired 
results.  Drug-taking  is  seemingly  on 
the  increase.  The  taste  is  acquired 
l)rrause  of  the  facilities  there  are  for 
ubtaining  drugs  and  it  should  be  the 
purpose  of  the  law  to  see  that  those 

facilities  are  curtailed.  \\'c  may  admit 
that  drugs  are  a  boon  to  sufferers 
from  pain,  insomnia  and  otiMr  ail- 
ments. Ttie  doctors,  or  the  vast 
majority  of  them,  take  precautions  it\ 
(yrtscribing  cocaine,  morphia,  heroin, 
etc..  but  thtre  are  aome  doctors  who 
are  prone  to  interpret  their  powers 
too  liberally  in  this  particular.  There 
ought  to  be  a  better  tiMck  on  \this. 
for  there  is  always  the  danger  that 
the  drug  habit  may  be  acquired 
this  way.
